—In exercise of the powers conferred by rule 45 of Fundamental Rules, as made applicable to the 

officers oftheLok Sabha Secretariat by Recruitment and Conditions of Service Order No. 185, dated the 19th December, 1957, 
the Speaker of the Lok Sabha hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Lok Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of 
Residences) Rules, 1974, namely ;— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Lok Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of Residences) Amendment Rules, 1999. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of January, 1999. 

2. In die Lok Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of Residences) Rules 1974, for rule 4, the following shall be substituted 

namely — 


"4. Classification of residences ;— Save as otherwise provided by these rules, an officer will be eligible for 
allotment of a residence of the tyy " shown in the Table below :*—

VIII Rs. 26,000 and above 

3. O dicers entitled to Type-V and above accommodation shall also be eligible to apply for accommodation below their 
entitlement subject to the condition that such accommodation shall not be below type IV accommodation,”

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The priority list for allotment of residences in Lok Sabha Secretariat Pool for 1997-98 was prepared on the basis of 
pay scales prescribed in Rule 4 of Lok Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of Residences) Rules 1974. The pay scales were more or 
less at par with rules governing allotment of residences in the General Pool m the Government of India. 

In the light of recent revision of pay scales of the Central Government Employees on the recommendations of the 
Fifth Pay Co mmi ssion, the Government of India have revised the range of emoluments for the purpose of allotment of various 
types of residences and for this purpose they have carried out amendments which have been made effective from the 
1st Jan uar y, 1999. The Lok Sabha Secretariat have also provisionally adopted the revised pay scales as implemented by the 
Government of India. 

In view of the fact that the above provision has been given effect by the Government of India w. c. f, 1-1-1999 the Lok 
Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of Residences) Rules are being amended retrospectively and given effect from the same date he. 
1-1-1999.
